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Reyiew 

The  tendency  toward  improved  livestock  prices  during  the 
week  ended  November  29  was  most  noticeable  in  the  case  of 
Jambs,  which  showed  a  dollar  advance.  The  top  of  $15  at 
Chicago  was  the  highest  in  six  months.  Yearlings  and  light- 
weight steers  were  strong  to  25  cents  higher  and  others  any- 
where from  15-25  cents  lower.  A  top  of  $13.75  on  light  cattle 
was  the  best  obtained  in  the  open  market  for  two  years.  A 
broad  shipping  outlet  was  responsible  for  steady  to  25fj  higher 
hog  values,  despite  heavy  receipts. 

Thanksgiving  demand  for  poultry  narrowed  the  outlet  for 
fresh  meats  and  prices  had  a  generally  lower  tendency,  excep- 
tions being  the  better  grades  of  steer  beef  at  eastern  markets 
and  fresh  pork  at  Chicago. 

Butter  markets  were  very  firm  early  in  the  week  Novem- 
ber 24-29,  but  were  showing  a  weaker  tendency  at  the  close. 
Prices  netted  gains  of  about  4c1  during  the  week.  Markets 
irregular  at  the  close  and  out  of  line  with  each  other  indicating 
later  price  readjustments.  Very  active  movement  of  storage 
butter  on  account  of  scarcity  of  fresh.  Production  reports 
indicate  slight  increase.  Foreign  markets  were  firm.  There 
wire  no  exports.  A  small  quantity  of  butter  which  was 
previously  shipped  to  England  was  returned. 

Cheese  markets  were  firm  and  about  lj^c  higher.  There  was 
fairly  active  trading.  Colder  weather  in  producing  sections 
may  cut  down  production.  Firm  butter  markets  lent  some 
indirect  support. 

Thanksgiving  week  saw  a  rather  unsettled  condition  in 
wholesale  fruit  and  vegetable  markets.  The  combination  of 
colder  weather,  the  beginning  of  movement  from  winter  storage, 
and  decreasing  carlot  shipments  caused  cabbage  to  close  at  a 
general  level  of  $15-$25  per  ton  to  city  jobbers,  an  advance  of 
$5-$10  over  the  mid-November  price.  At  f.  o.  b.  shipping 
points  Danish  type  ranged  $1  1  $18,  bul  •  los<  '  sligl  ''■  weaker.

November.  1923,  average  daily  output  had  decreased  to  125 
cars,  mostly  from  central  and  western  New  York.  Combined 
shipments  from  late  cabbage  States  are  running  1,000  cars  short 
of  last  season's  movement.  Prices  of  fancy  apples  continued 
firm  in  most  markets.  A  few  New  York  Mcintosh  touched  t«  p 
of  $9  per  barrel  in  New  York  City.  Potato  prices  generally 
were  irregular,  with  advances  or  declines  of  5c  per  100  pounds  in 
various  shipping  sections.  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  sweet 
potatoes  reached  $5.50  a  barrel,  and  the  market  for  this  product 
closed  strong  in  spite  of  the  moderate  trading.  Only  15  car- 
loads came  from  the  Eastern  Shore,  compared  with  115  cars  the 
previous  week.  Yellow  onions  advanced  20c  per  100-pound 
sack  at  western  New  York  and  west  Michigan  loading  poi 
the  final  range  being  $1.65-$2.  City  markets  were  unsettled, 
but  Spanish  Valencia  onions  appeared  to  meet  a  good  demand. 
Iceberg-type  lettuce  from  the  Wesl  closed  lower.  First  arrivals 
were  reported  of  Florida  lettuce  and  tomatoes.  Combined 
shipments  of  16  products  for  the  week  decreased  sharp]] 
12,5.30  ears,  most  of  the  loss  being  in  the  movement  of  apples 
and  potatoes. 

The  grain  market  developed  a  weaker  tone.  Wheat  and 
rye  were  lower  a«  foreign  demand  became  less  active  and  stocks 
in  terminal  markets  increased.  A  larger  movement  of  com 
lowered  corn  prices.  The  oats  and  barley  markets  followed 
corn  but  tlax  remained  steady. 

.  The  hay  market  was  dull.  Mild  weather  restricted  con- 
sumption in  mosl  sections.  Prices  held  steady  on  account  of 
reduced  offerings.  Low  grades  continued  to  make  up  the  bulk 
of  the  receipts  and  were  hard  to  sell  even  at  price  concessions.

Sunflower-Seed  Production  Smaller  Than  Last  Year 

Sunflower-seed  production  in  Missouri,  Illinois,  and  Cali- 
fornia is  estimated  at  about  8,300,000  pounds  compared  with 
upward  of  13,000,000  pounds  according  to  the  United 

States  Department  of  Agriculture.  In  all  three  States,  which 
produce  more  than  95  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  in  the  I 
States,  the  production  this  year  was  smaller  than  last  year  due 
to  decreases  in  acreage  and  yield  per  acre.  The  reduction  in 
acreage,  which  in  1923  was  much  larger  than  normal,  was  due 
largely  to  the  late,  wet  spring  in  the:  Missouri  and  Illinois 
districts  and  difficulty  in  getting  the  crop  started  in  California. 
Furthermore,  prices  for  the  1923  crop  were  not  so  high  as 
growers  expected  and  many  of  them  reduced  their  ac 
considerably  this  spring.  Drought  in  heavy  producing  dis- 
tricts of  the  three  States  cut  down  yields  materially.  In 
Missouri  and  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  of  California  yields 
averaged  only  about  500  pounds  per  acre. 

The  carryover  of  old  seed  was  larger  in  the   Missouri  and 
California  districts  than  in  Illinois  and  larger  in  all  three  S 
than  the  year  before,  when  the  carryover  was  practically  nil. 

The  quality  of  the  crop  is  aboul  the  same  as  last  year, 
better  in  Illinois,  inferior  in  California,  and  equal  to  last  year 
in  Missouri. 

Imports  during  the  year  have  been  unusually  small,  only 
about  150,000  pounds  having  arrived  at  New  York  and  I 
more  during  the  period  Jan.  1— Oct.  31,  compared  with  3,730,000 
lbs.  last  year  for  the  same  period  and  3,800,000  Il.s.  and 
5,  500,000  lbs.  for  the  calendar  years  1022  and  1921 ,  respectively. 
The  1924  crop  in  Argentina  was  not  so  large  as  last  year  but 
there  was  considerable  seed  available  for  export  and  a  fairly 
large  quantity  was  exported  to  Europe. 

Missouri. — Production  in  Missouri  is  estimated  at  5,000,000 
lbs.  from  10,000  acres  compared  with  upwards  <>f  8,000,000 
lbs.  last  year.  Cotton  and  corn  were  planted  on  much  of  the 
acreage  devoted  to  sunflower  last  year.  More  than  1,000,000 
lbs.  of  old  seed  was  carried  over  in  the  Missouri  district. 

Illinois. — Approximately  2,500,000  lbs.  of  sunflower  seed 
was  produced  in  Illinois  compared  with  upward  of  3,000,000 
lbs.  last  year. 

The  carryover  of  old  seed  in  the  Illinois  distrid  was  small. 

California. — The  California  production  amounted  to  about 
800,000  lbs.  compared  with  2.000,000  lbs.  last  year.  Most  of 
the  seed  was  produced  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  where  about 
2,000  acres  were  planted,  but  because  of  the  difficulty  in  pet- 
ting a  satisfactory  stand  and  the  dry  weather  the  acreage  bar- 
vested  was  reduced  1,200  acres  and  the  yield  per  acre  was  only 
about  500  lbs.  The  acreage  in  the  new-  district  in  M 
County  showed  a  marked  reduction  from  the  1923  acreage 
because  of  disappointing  yields  lasl  year.  Excellent  yields 
were  obtained  in  the  small  district  north  of  San  Francisco. 

The  smaller  crop  in  California  was  offsel  by  a  carryover  of 
500,000-600,000  lbs.  of  old  seed,  bringing  the  total  supply  of 
old  and  new  crop  seed  to  upward  of  1,300,000  lbs.,  or  slightly 
in  excess  of  a  normal  crop. 

The  quality  of  the  seed  was  inferior  to  that  of  last  year.

Butter  Prices  Advance  to  New  High  for  Season 

A  sharp  reduction  in  make  of  butter  the  past  three  weeks 
and  n  -ultiiig  lighter  receipts  of  fresh  butter  were  directly  re- 
sible  for  the  strength  of  the  butter  markets  during  the 
k   ending   November  27.     Prices  advanced  sharply  at  all 
markets  with  by  far  the  sharpest  advance  occurring  at  Chi; 
where  fine  fresh  butter  was  exceptionally   short  and  in  good 
demand.     Eastern  markets  did  not  display  the  same  strei 
as  users  of  butter  on  those  markets  appeared  more  willing  to 
fine  storage  butter  in  lieu  of  fresh  than  did  the  users  at 
<      'ago  who  continued  to  demand  fresh  butter  in  spite  of  the 
liberal  offerings  of  storage  goods.     At   Chicago   I  I  ion 

was  almost  panicky  as  it  was  a  question  of  supply  rather  than 
price  with  the  buyers.     In  order  to  insure  themselves  against 
further   shortage   some   Chicago   dealers   and   users   purchased 
butter  in  New  York  and  shipped  it  west  which  is  a  very  unusual 
irrence.

Because  of  the  cool  weather  which  developed  during  the 
week  November  25-30  the  market  for  all  feeds  except  linseed 
and  cottonseed  feeds  was  firm  to  slightly  higher.  Increased 
production  caused  the  market  for  both  cottonseed  and  linseed 
meal  to  weaken  somewhat,  with  quotations  from  50  cents — $1 
per  ton  under  the  previous  week 

Offerings  of  wheat  mill  feeds  from  both  eastern  and  western 
mills  became  somewhat  restricted.  However,  on  account  of 
wide  differences  in  price  for  futures,  buyers  wen-  not  inclined  to 
anticipate  their  wants,  preferring  to  take  chances  on  the  trend 
of  the  market.  Increased  consumption  of  feed  during  the  past 
few  weeks  and  light  purchases  by  distributors  is  expected  to 
increase  sales  to  country  dealers. 

Wheat  7nill  feed*. — The  wheat  mill-feed  market  while  quiet 
continued  firm  during  the  week;  offerings  by  both  mills  and 
jobbers  were  light.  The  demand  was  scattered  and  was  prin- 
cipally from  single  car  buyers,  which  was  taken  as  an  indication 
that  colder  weather  was  gradually  forcing  the  consuming  trade. 
Bran  and  middlings  for  future  shipments  continue  to  be  held  at  a 
premium  over  prompt,  but  the  jobbing  trade  generally  went 
-low  in  taking  on  forward  contracts,  and  there  was  no  great  rush 
to  anticipate  future  requirements  unless  purchases  could  be 
made  around  present  prices.  Usually  at  this  season  of  the  year 
middlings  sell  at,  or  slightly  under,  bran,  but  because  of  the  corn 
situation  this  year  middlings  maintained  a  firm  premium  over 
bran.  Minneapolis  reports  the  movement  of  considerable  feed 
from  lakeport  storage  during  November  and  at  the  present  time 
stocks  in  storage  are  estimated  at  less  than  10,000  tons.  Sales 
of  December  bran  at  Minneapolis  were  made  during  the  week  as 
high  as  $27. oO  and  January  at  $28.  Shipments  of  feed  from 
Minneapolis  since  January  were  640,357  tons  as  compared  with 
602,550  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The  demand  in 
eastern  markets  for  both  bran  and  middlings  was  fair  with 
offerings  more  or  less  restricted.  Offerings  from  Canadian  mills 
which  have  been  quite  liberal  became  much  lighter  during  the 
week. 

Because  of  the  light  flour  demand  eastern  mills  have  very  little 
feed  to  offer  and  are  reported  sold  up  for  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks.  On  this  account  prices  have  advanced  somewhat  during 
the  week. 

A  feu  eastern  jobbers  who  have  had  feed  in  transit  found  it 
necessary  to  discount  prices  in  order  to  keep  feed  moving  from 
junction  points. 

Cottonseed  cake  and  meal. — The  heavy  movement  of  seed  to 
mills  and  heavy  crushing  have  caused  some  accumulation  of 
meal  and  cake;  this  together  with  the  slow  demand  had  a 
tendency  to  cause  the  market  to  sag  somewhat  during  the  week, 
especially  for  spot  or  prompt  shipment.  Offerings  are  fairly 
liberal  by  both  mills  and  dealers.     There  has  been  a  fair  inquiry 


for  future  shipment  as  prices  arc  considered  reasonable  when 
compared  with  grain  and  other  feeds.  Stocks  and  movemi  at 
heavy. 

/.     ■■. cd  cake  and  meai.—'He&vy   production  of  linseed   cake 
and  meal,  together  with  the  comparatively  low  price  on  cotton- 
seed meal,  had  a  tendency   to  depress  the  market  during  t lie 
week.     Reports  indicate  that  both  domestic  and  export  dem  ind 
-low;    offerings  by  both  mil!-  and  resellers  were  lib(  ral  and 
re  also  incline  ially  in  the  East     I  the 

market  in  order  to  make  saleS.  This  has  resulted  in  slightly 
lower  prices  being  quoted  than  during  the  previous  week. 
Minneapolis  reports  that  some  meal  was  disposed  of  by  mills 
in  that  market  for  January  ::  ton  Minneapolis. 

Gluten  feed. — The  price  of  gluten  feed  was  unchanged  from 
the  previous  week.  Because  of  the  light  demand  for  sirup  and 
other  by-products  the  mills  have  curtailed  their  production  and 
it  is  reported  that  should  cold  weather  continue  and  the  corn 
market  hold  prices  are  expected  to  harden  somewhal  Bast 
demand  is  reported  as  fair,  with  offerings  liberal  both  by  mills 
and  resellers,  but  on  account  of  curtailed  production  prices 
held  very  firm,  with  no  distressed  stocks  pressing  the  market. 
Stocks  and  movement  good. 

Hominy  feed. — Because  of  the  light  offerings  due  to  the  fact 
that  practically  all  mills  are  sold  up  for  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks  and  that  the  only  offerings  on  the  market  were  a 
cars  held  by  resellers,  the  hominy  feed  market  was  strong  dur- 
ing the  week  with  the  price  tendency  upward.  Supplies  in 
retail  dealers'  hands  were  reported  as  low  from  several  impor- 
tant feeding  sections.     The  movement  was  light. 

Alfalfa  meal. — The  alfalfa  market  maintained  a  firm  tone 
during  the  week  with  a  slightly  better  demand  from  feed 
mixers.  Although  the  trade  is  not  buying  in  any  great  volume, 
merely  taking  enough  to  supply  current  requirements,  western 
mills  are  reported  to  be  carrying  liberal  stocks. 


California  Pears  Sold  by  Advertising 

It  is  reported  by  the  management  of  the  California  Pear 
Growers'    Association,    San    Francisco,    Calif.,    that    the    1924 

advertising  campaign  helped  materially  in  marketing  the 
outpul  handled  by  the  association.  Three  kinds  of  advertising 
were    used:    newspaper   space,   large    i  e    dis- 

plays.    Complete    campaigns,   including    all    three    kinds    of 
advertising,  were  conducted  in  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia,  and  Boston.     In  addition,  a  beginning  was  made 
in  the  distribution  of  display  material  to  retail  -tores  in  fifty 
cities,  six  in  New  England,  seven  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  - 
and  thirty-seven  in  the  North  Central  Stales.      About    1- 
000  copies  of  the  newspapers,  carrying  the    California    pear 
advertisements,  were    circulated,    and    60,000    pieces    of 
displays  were  distributed. 

In  commenting  upon  the  advertising,  the  president  of  the 
association  said,  "We  have  found  it  better  to  run  large  ads. 
once  a  week  than  small  ads.  twice  a  week.     1:  -  and 

brings  better  results.  We  gauge  the  attention  by  the  number 
of  requests  for  receipe  books."

October  Agricultural  Exports 

Exports  of  agricultural  products  in  the  month  of  October 
greater  in  aggregate  volume  than  in  any  previous  month 
since  June  1919.  This  high  aggregate  volume  is  partly  seasonal, 
although  this  year  the  exports  of  cotton  and  wheat,  which  are 
always  heavier  in  the  fall  months  are  much  heavier  than  usual. 
Exports  of.cotton  in  October  amounted  to  983,726  bales  of  500 
pounds  asYomparcd  with  804,477  bales  in  October,  1923.  Ex- 
ports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  amounted  to  53,538,194  bushels 
as  compared  with  21,060,717  bushels  in  the  same  month  last 
year.  Exports  of  pork  products  declined  slightly  below  those 
of  the  previous  month  and  were  much  lower  than  the  exports 
of  October,  1923.  Exports  of  apples  and  prunes  were  unusually 
heavy  in  October. 

In  the  four  months  July-October,  1924,  exports  of  wheat, 
■  aporated  milk,  oil  cake  and  meal,  and  prunes 
show  large  increases  over  the  same  months  of  last  year.  On 
the  other  hand  decreases  are  noted  in  exports  of  bacon  and 
hams,  lard,  and. rice,  with  a  very  slight  decrease  in  tobacco
